A two-story, ‘‘garden type” 
apartment will be the most re¬ 
cent building illustrating Sierra 
Madre’s growth when it is 
completed at the tentative ad¬ 
dress of 420 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. some time between Au¬ 
gust 15 and September 1. 

The new building layout, of¬ 
fering private patios, will con¬ 
sist of 16 apartments within 
the two-story frame. Twelve of 
them will be one-bedroom units 
renting monthly at about $80 
apiece, and the remaining four 
will be two-bedroom apart¬ 
ments priced at approximately 
$95 each per month, according 
to members of the M. K. Devel¬ 
opment Corporation, 739 E. 
Walnut St., Pasadena. 

Principal members of the cor¬ 
poration, responsible for the 
new enterprise, are Max Kins- 
burg of Pasadena, president, 
and Maurice Melvin of Arcadia 
who is vice president. 

Featured in the modern 
apartment house will be pri¬ 
vate garages, one large laun¬ 
dry for all tenants which will 
offer the very latest in auto¬ 
matic mechanisms, along with 
Venetian blinds, automatic gas 
heating, and garbage disposals 
in every apartment. 

The unfurnished, individual 
apartments will be custom¬ 
decorated to suit the tenants, 
according to the corporation 
heads promoting the project. 

Construction on the corpora¬ 
tion’s property, measuring a 
95-foot frontage by 235-foot 
depth, was begun May 10 by 
the Wheeler Construction Com¬ 
pany of Pasadena.' 

Although no name for the 
apartment building has been 
set definitely, Kinsburg and 
Melvin are considering calling 
it “Wistaria Manor” in honor 
of the history-making giant 
vine that has attracted nation¬ 
wide attention to Sierra Madre. 


Telephone Co. 
Completing 
Toll System 

Completion of the installa¬ 
tion of its automatic toll tick¬ 
eting service some time next 
week has been announced by 
the California Water and Tele¬ 
phone Company, making the 
first of the multioffice tele¬ 
phone companies to render 100 
per cent automatic toll ticket¬ 
ing service in all of its offices 
in the Los Angeles area. 

The next step, according to 
company spokesmen, will be 
the establishing of nationwide 
direct distant dialing available 
to its subscribers in the Los 
Angeles area. 

The first move toward auto¬ 
matic toll ticketing was made 
August 1, 1948, when the San 
Fernando main office was cut 
into dial service with directors, 
thus representing the first in¬ 
stallation of director equipment 
in the United States. 

When the automatic service 
was installed in Monrovia in 
August of 1950, machine billing 
by tape also was begun.

Police noticed 
nothing irregular during their 
routine check of the premises 
Monday night. 

For two weeks prior to the 
burglary Fischer had discussed 
the advisability of installing a 
safe, but had not yet decided 
which type to buy. The cash is 
a total loss, but the ring is 
covered by insurance.

COURT HEARING ON 
PARKING DISTRICT 
SET FOR JULY 14 

A public hearing on the con¬ 
demnation proceedings initiat¬ 
ed by the City of Sierra Madre 
for acquisition of three parking 
lots will be held in Superior 
Court, Pasadena, July 14. Pur¬ 
chase prices tentatively have 
been agreed upon, and Attor¬ 
ney T. Guy Cornyn, who repre¬ 
sents the City in these proceed¬ 
ings, expects that legal deci¬ 
sions will be a mere formality. 

The three parcels, located at 
the rear of City Hall, at Bald¬ 
win and Montecito, and Bald¬ 
win and Suffolk, have been the 
subject of negotiations for the 
past several months, and Cor¬ 
nyn states it is not yet possible 
to predict the actual date on 
which the parking spaces will 
be ready for use. 

Sixty or ninety days after the 
Superior Court action, a hear¬ 
ing will be held before the City 
Council to verify assessments 
on the local business houses 
that are incurring bonded in¬ 
debtedness to purchase the 
parking areas. After surfacing 
and necessary improvements, 
they will be available to Sierra 
Madre shoppers. 


New Tennis Courts Expected 
To Be Completed by August 1 


Construction of two new ten¬ 
nis courts at City Park, as 
recently authorized by City 
Council, is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by August 1, possibly 
earlier, according to Peter Cow¬ 
ell, secretary-treasurer of the 
Sierra Madre Tennis Club. 

This information, according 
to Cowell, was obtained at the 
first general meeting of the 
Sierra Madre Teppis Club last 
Thursday evening at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Owen, 
20 W. Mira Monte, at which 
time 24 people attended includ¬ 
ing Philip Mitchel, sixth grade 
public school teacher who rep¬ 
resents the Sierra Madre Rec¬ 
reation Department. 

More inter-club tennis tour¬ 
naments and competitions with 
tennis clubs from nearby com¬ 
munities will be arranged as 


soon as the new courts are 
ready for the public in general 
as well as club members. 

The newly organized Tennis 
Club, which invites all tennis 
enthusiasts to join, has been 
one of Sierra Madre’s fastest 
growing recreational groups in 
recent months and now con¬ 
sists of 30 members who have 
paid their dues. Thirty more 
are on the list of interested 
persons who soon may become 
full-fledged members, Cowell 
says.

Some Hobbies Mode Tor the Birds’

If “it’s for the birds,” take it 
to the Fred Schweppes at 182 
N. Lima. Everyone else does! 
Seven years ago, Mrs. Schweppe 
decided bird raising would be 
a pleasant hobby. She began 
with two pairs. Now she has 
seven aviaries, plus several 
smaller cages to house her 
birds, and the number in¬ 
creases more rapidly than the 
national debt. 

Not only do friends bring 
Mrs. Schweppe the orphans 
and wounded birds they find, 
but strays bring themselves to 
the Schweppe backyard. Most 
recent to side-slip in was a 
parakeet whose leg-band iden¬ 
tified him as a stranger from 
Riverside. 

Care of her own birds and 
hand-feeding a steady flow of 
feathered orphans has become 
a full-time job for Mrs. 
Schweppe, who admits it’s a 
little more than she bargained 
for. And to this happy recipient 
of a Schweppe parakeet (a by¬ 


product of this feature assign¬ 
ment), it is all too obvious how 
little acorns grow to giant 
oaks. 

How one stout little green 
and yellow bird can affect an 
entire household is appalling, 
even though the bird now is 
easier to raise with the new 
“playpen” method. The bird’s 
wings are clipped by trimming 
the first six or seven flight 
feathers, so he can be housed 
in an open-topped cage or 
“playpen,” where he is easy to 
handle. Shorn of his pinions, 
it also is true that he can’t fly 
back to the Schweppes’ yard 
as another “stray.” 

A playpen demands toys, 
enough to fill the Trojan 
Horse (another tricky deal). 
Ladder, mirror, food dish, 
water dish, bells, ferris wheels 
and bars are standard equip¬ 
ment. Mrs. Schweppe recom¬ 
mends greenery when the bird 
is older, so Australian spinach 
should be planted in the shade 
and watered frequently. All 
this should be enough for the 


average hardy soul, but Mrs. 
Schweppe has them by the doz¬ 
ens. 

Because parakeets are the 
most hardy and prolific, 
hatching as many as seven at 
a time, they now outnumber 
the cockateels, canaries and 
finches in her menage. There 
also are four ring-necked dove 
belonging to the Schweppe 
grandchildren, who are going 
into this with their eyes wide 
open. 

Since finches do not inter¬ 
breed, several varieties of im¬ 
ported, colorfully plumed birds 
brighten one aviary. There are 
rusty red African Fire Finches, 
the more familiar Java Rice 
Birds, Strawberry Finches, long¬ 
tailed Paradise Wydah Birds, 
and appropriately named Zebra 
Finches to list only a few. Ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Schweppe, the 
hooked-bill birds will get along 
amiably, and the straight- 
billed birds can be housed to¬ 
gether, but the two cannot be

Sierra Madre’s only public

safety measures at the pool in- 
eluding environmental im¬ 
provements as well as swim¬ 
ming instruction courses. 

Managed this year by Harold 
Turner, who has had previous 
experience at the Canyon pool 
when he was head man there 
in the summers of 1951 and 
1952, the water-safety courses 
will combine fun with instruc¬ 
tion each Saturday from 12 
noon to 1 p.m. His son, Wally 
—a qualified life guard—will 
be on hand throughout the 
summer schedule. 

Also on the list of improve¬ 
ments is the schedule itself, 
which is being made elastic 
enough so that commuters in 
the adult class may have their 
chances to swim after the day’s 
drive home. With this in mind, 
the pool will be open Wednes¬ 
day and Friday nights from 7 
to 9 o’clock. 

Contrary to previous sched¬ 
ules, the pool will close Satur¬ 
days and Sundays at 6 p.m.— 
unless customer demand indi¬ 
cates sufficient patronage to 
keep the pool open later dur¬ 
ing those evenings. For this 
reason, the Wednesday and Fri¬ 
day evening hours will be 
something of a test pattern to 
determine the preference of 
adults as well as children and 
teen-agers. 

The regular daytime hours 
are 1 to 6 p.m. every day. of

The first flicker on the screen 
at the reopening of the Sierra 
Madre Theater tonight begins 
at 7 o’clock. 

Although most of the staff 
will be the same, customers 
will see certain structural 
changes—with more to come. 
The box office has been moved 
from the center to one side of 
the entrance and the lobby and 
two adjoining rooms are redec¬ 
orated. 

Next on the list of changes 
will be the painting of the 
theater’s interior and exterior, 
followed by the installation of 
new seats with an audience 
capacity of 400. In the mean¬ 
time, Harold Stein, owner and 
operator, says he is opening his 
theater to keep his word when 
he announced that the theater 
would be relighted July 7. 

Early in the new series of 
pictures scheduled to run Stein 
says he intends to experiment 
for six weeks by offering either 
foreign films or requested old 
ones over a two-day period 
each week.

Rev. Lindsay 
Takes Stand 
On Democracy 

The subject for Rev. George 
Lindsay’s sermon at the Con¬ 
gregational Church next Sun¬ 
day will be "Roots of Democ¬ 
racy.” 

Last Sunday he said: “One 
of the most disturbing facts in 
history is the recurring wave 
of bigotry which has swept the 
world. Despite the. stirring 
statements of the Declaration 
of Independence, and the guar¬ 
antees of the Bill of Rights, 
our own country has not been 
spared this outbreak. 

“There have been waves of 
anti - Catholicism, anti • Semi- 
tism, even anti-Masonry. The 
zzi Dr. Everett current wave of anti-Commu- 
of the faculty of Ful- n ism is only the most recent of 
these irrational outbreaks. 

“The bigotry which forms 
the basis of all these attacks 
by men on their neighbors, by 
reason of their opinions or be¬ 
liefs, is a kind of fear which 
stems from having too small a 
god. While many of these per¬ 
secutions, including the current 
one, have clothed themselves in 
the garb of religion, theirs has 
always been a very small faith. 
It is as if they believed still 
in the old tribal gods, fearing 
that any who believed in a dif¬ 
ferent god was a threat to their 
own deity. 

“It is time that we stand up 
and affirm that the Declaration 
of Independence makes sense 
only on a spiritual basis; that 
it affirms that men are created 
equal, spiritually, and that 
their inalienable rights include 
the right to pursue the truth 
as each man sees it, even 
when he may be in radical dif¬ 
ference with his neighbor, or 
when he may hold an opinion 
that is anathema to the ma¬ 
jority. 

“We have gone a long way 
toward conformity, with our 
system of investigations, oaths 
and accusations. We need to 
recognize that the Bible itself
